A report showing typical bills as 
rendered by sixty-one private elec­ 
tric 
companies 
and 
thirty-five 
municipally operated systems for 
various quantities of electricity in 
Pennsylvania was published today 
by the Federal Power commission's 
electric rate survey. 
The report Includes figures for 
Gettysburg from the Metropolitan 
Edison company. 
Complied In the form of typical 
net monthly bills for residential and 
domestic current, the report con­ 
sists of two tables. 
Table I is an alphabetical list of 
983 communities for which rates were 
available and presents the billing in 
each for 15. 25, 40. IOO, 150, 250 and 
500 kilowatt hours of electricity as 
of January I, 1935. 
Table 2 presents 357 communities 
divided, according to population, 
Into five groups. 
Tile communities 
are arranged within each group ac­ 
cording to the size of the bill at the 
first of the year, from low to high.

In cities of 5,000 to 10,000 popula 
Hon, which embraces Gettysburg, 
104 cities are listed.

Nanty Glo. population 5.598, elec 
trlcity furnished by the Penn Cen­ 
tral Light and Power company 
users of 25 kilowatt hours pay $9 36 
or 87 2 per cent more for the current 
than the residents of Natrona, popu­ 
lation 5,051, furnished by the Na­ 
trona Light and Power company, who 
pay only 15. In this same group 
of cities the bill in St Clair is 114 4 
per cent higher for 250 kilowatt hours 
than In Centerville and five other 
towns 
St. Clair residents pay 15 78 
and Centerville and the other com 
munlties pay $2.70. 
Local Rate High 
Gettysburg, furnished current by 
the Metropolitan Edison company 
pays $2 12 per 25 kilowat hours com­ 
pared with 
Natrona, population 
5.051, where residents pay ti 25 The 
highest rate In the state Is $2 34 at 
Nanty Glo. 
Oettysburgians pay $5 42 for IOO 
kilowatt hours of current, compared 
with $3.80 paid at Centerville. The 
highest Is paid at Bt Clair where 
$6 95 is charged 
Oettysburgians pay $9 42 for 250 
kilowatt hours compared with $6 74 
In Centerville. 
The high Is $14 45 
paid at St Clair. 
The West Penn Power company 
furnishes current to Centerville. 
Chambersburg, furnished current 
by a municipally owned plant, pays 
$1 58 for 25 kilowatt hours, a differ­ 
ence of 54c; $4 01 for IOO kilowatt 
hours, a difference of $1.11; $7 86 for 
250 kilowatt hours, $1.56 lower than 
the rate In Gettysburg.

Proposed by Senator Nye after 
consultation with Father Charles E. 
Coughlin, Detroit priest, the sub­ 
stitute would have set up a “bank 
of the United States of America” 
with full power* over issuance of 
money and regulation of its value as 
un agency of congress.
